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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Concerning the combined teaching of Mucenieks 
(GB 1499536) and Schoubye (US 51 08731 A), Mucenieks (GB 1499536) teaches the waste gas stream to be contact with the aqueous 
hydrogen peroxide solution in any conventional contacting device. The preferred contacting device is a packed column such as a packed 
bed or tower (page 3, line 65 69). Therefore, it includes contacting device other than packed column or tower - absorption tower , spraying 
is also a conventional contact device as evidenced by Hakka et al (US 501 7350). Disclosed examples and preferred embodiments do not 
constitute a teaching away from a broad disclosure or nonpreferred embodiments. In re Susi, 440 F.2d 442, 169 USPQ 423 (CCPA 1971). 
Aersol filter is used for removing the aerosol formed in the scrubbing process regardless of the type of contacting device. Even with a 
conventional device other than absorption tower, it would use the aerosol filter for the advantage cited in prior Office Action dated 9/8/2008. 
Therefore, the combining is applcable. The rejections of claims 1-4 in prior Office Action dated 09/08/2008 is sustained. 
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
